When tne two resolutions offered by 
‘Mr. Bacon Were laid before the senate, 
the senior senator from South Dakota 
delivered a characteristic address in sup- 
port of the resolutions. He criticised vig- 
orously the statements made by the pres- 
ident and -war department in response to 
his resolutions, maintaining they were 
not complete, or satisfactory. 

Mr. Hawley, chairman of the military 
affairs committee, resented the state- 
ments of the South Dakota senator as 
“reckless and unwarranted,” and assert- 
ed that all information required by the 
senate would be furnished in due time. 

Mr. Carter, of Montana, in an expla- 
nation of the subject, which he had in- 
vestigated, said that additional salaries 
had not been granted td army officers 
on service in Cuba or in Porto Rico. 
When the United States assumed the 
functions of government in Cuba and in 
Porto Rieo army officers were assigned 


| to perform civil as well as military du- 
| tles, 


These officers, Mr. Carter said, 


‘Were thrust fnto positions where their 


expenses ‘necessarily were considerably 


increased. He instanced the case of un 
officer of. his own \acquaintance who

Mr. Daniel, replying to Mr. Platt. ex- 
pressed surprise at the statements made 
by the Connecticut senator. It was the 
first time, he said. that he had ever heard 
the doctrine of absolutism of the presi- 
dent of the United States asserted on the 
senate floor. 

“Such a doctrine,.”’ said he, “‘should not 
go unchallenged here. The president of 
the United States is given certain specific 
powers under the constitution. Beyond 
this, his executive duty is to see that the 
laws are faithfully executed.” 

‘Isn’t this simply the blossoming of 
the imperialistic tree?’ suggested Mr. 
Til'man. 

“Tt is not the blossoming of the tree,”’ 
continued Mr. Daniel. ‘It is far beyond 
that. It is the perfection and the rot- 
ting of the fruit. It will fall from the 
tree of its own weight. In falling I trust 
it will do something to remind the peo- 
ple of the country of the fearful preci- 
pice on the brink of which they are 
standing.’’ 

Continuing Mr. Daniel declared that 
no person, be.he bey or sultan had power 
to override definite and recognized au- 
thority and law. If, he maintained, in 
defiance of the law the president had 
authorized the payment of additional sal- 
aries to the army officers in Cuba, it 
was an exhibition of such absolutism 
as never had been Known in this coun- 
try, and the defense of the action by the 
senator from Connecticut was extraor- 
dinary. 

Mr. Chandler agreed with Mr. Platt that 
the president could make allowance for 
the military officers in Cuba, but he did 
not believe he could legally increase their 
salaries. He hoped that when the reply 
came it would show a satisfactory con- 
dition of affairs and as for the decora- 
tions he apprehended that only the pub- 
lic buildings had been touched and that 
these had only been cleaned, whitewashed 
and fumigated to make them habitable. 
Possibly on the palace $75,000 had been ex- 
pended and he hoped that General Gomez 
would be elected first president of the is- 
land that he would enjoy his life in the 
palace as renovated by General Brooke. 

Mr. Tillman considered the discussion 
as premature and thought it had been 
sprung by the republican senators as a 
sugar coating to the pill of the acknowl- 
edgement of the secretary of war that he 
had been making additional payments to 
army officers which were unwarranted. 
Nor did Mr. Tillman accept the dictum 
that we must emulate Spain in our gov- 
ernment of the island. He was willing 
that the palace should have been fumi- 
gated of all Spanish ideas of tyranny, 
put if the officers were to receive double 
pay and be allowed to NHve in palaces 
they never could be got out of: the is- 
land. As for the item of whitewash he 
didn’t take exception to it, but he ap-

RARLY LAST NIGHT 


He Had Been Ill for More Than a 
Week, 


WAS A PROMINENT CITIZEN 


Mr. Daniel Had Been Resident of 
Atlanta for Many Years. 


WAS WELL KNOWN IN BUSINESS CIRCLES 


Funeral Will Take Place from West 
End Baptist Church Monday 
Morning at 10 O'Clock. 


J. C. Daniel, one of Atlanta’s oldest anda 
best known citizens, died at 7:30 o’clock 
last night at his residence in West End, 
after an illness lasting a little over a 
week. 

Although Mr. Daniel’s condition had 
been such as to cause the alarm of his 
friends and family, it was hoped that 
his hitherto strong constitution would 
enable him to survive the attack, and his 
death will be a distinct shock to all who 
knew him. 

Death came after an operation had been 
performed, it being decided by the physi- 
cians that the amputation of one of his 
legs would be the only possible means of 
saving his life. The patient’s condition 
was so weak that he was unable to stand 
the shock, and a few hours after the op- 
eration he died. 

Mr. Daniel was taken ill last Monday 


and since that time had been confined to 
his bed. The primary cause of his sick- 
ness was congestion of the lungs. Tues- 
day his condition was regarded as much 
improved the previous day. and 
hopes were entertained of his sneedy re- 
covery. Early Wednesday morning he 
suffered a sudden relapse. and since that 
time has steadily’ declined. 

Mr. Daniel's or*cinal ailment was con- 
siderably auemented on Thuredav by a 
serfous tronble with hie heart. Rlood nois- 
oninge set nm fn one of his legs, and the 
doctors sa'd that an oaperation was the 
only remedy that could possiblv prevent 
the disease from spreading to other por- 
tions of th- hodv. 


A Well-Known Citizen. 

J. C. Daniel was one.of Atlanta’s hest 
known citizens. Shortiv after hostilities 
wera oft an end he moved to Atlanta from 
Clavton county. after havine served with 
eredit as a confederata soldier. For a time 
he was a clerk fn the Atlanta postoffice. 
Later he hecame canrected with the shoe 
hangse o¢ the Jate G. W. Price. 

In 1872 Teham Daniel became an em- 
plovee of Mr. Price. A strong friendshio 
sprang wn hetween the two vounge men, 
and in 1879 they embarked in business un- 
der the firm name of J. C. & T. Daniel. 
Among those who were not intimately ac- 
quainted with the two men it was gener- 
allv supnosed that they were related. In 
point of fact no relafionship existed. 

The firm of J. C. & I. Daniel continued 
in existence urti] ahout a vear ago. Since 
that time J. C. Daniel had conducted a 
senarate store. 

y. C. Daniel, while never identified with 
politics or public affairs, was a public- 
spirited citizen who alwavs had the good 
of Atlanta at heart.and did much to for- 
ward every movement that looked to 
the advancement of Atlanta's interests. 

Mr. Daniel is survived by his wife and 
two children—Walter T. Daniel and Mrs. 
Harvey T. Clarke, wife of the well-known 
missionary to Japan. 

The deceased was for many years a 
member of the West End Baptist church, 
and the funeral will take place from there 
at 10 o’clock Monday morning.

The place an historic spot of more 
than ordinary interest and about it hover 
the memories of bygone days, concern- 
ing which many a good story could be 
written. The lot is the site of the old 
capitol which was built here when the 
capital of the state was removed from 
Milledgeville to Atlanta. The original in- 
tention of the owners was to construct 
a theater and the big building even 
played that role for awhile. 
Lawmakers Gathered There. 
In the old building, on the floors of 
the senate and lower house, were heard 
speeches of men who in after life be- 
came great characters in the passing 
throng moving along the highways of 
famex Could the old walls have spoken 
they might have told of matchless elo- 
quence and of heated debates that echoed 
through the halls and corridors of the 
structure when law makers voiced the 
wishes of their constituents on matters 
of vital moment to the people of the 
state. 
But these same walls 
and mortar at last fell victims to the 
ruthless hands of progress and beneath 
the pick and shovel sank into debris and 
were carted away to be sold as second 
hand material. Away back in the eighties 
the present statehouse building was erec- 
ted; the law makers moved away to the 
white house on the hill and all that was 
left to the old capitol was its host of 
memories. 
When the new capitol was built the old 
structure was sold to Messrs. Venable 
who at once converted it into a 
office building. Old walls were 
torn away, partitions were put in and 
after a bit all that remained of the fa- 
mous edifice was the exterior of dull 
colored stones, 
Fire, however, came to undo all that 
improvements had accomplished and then 
the owners of the property decided to 
tear down the building and erect a hand- 
some sky scraper in Keeping with the 
growth of the city toward metropolitan- 
ism. Hundreds of men were put to work 
and in a comparatively short time the 
great brown building was razed and in 
its place a large hole in the ground stared 
up at the sky. 

Additional excavations were made and 
massive foundations, costing in the neigh- 
borhood of $35,000. were laid. Plans were 
drawn and it was practically decided that 
a handsome fourteen story building 
should occupy the spot. In the meantime 
the Cotton States and International Ex- 
position came on to occupy the 
attention of the people and citizens from 
all over the country flocked to the city 
to witness the sights. 

Vaudeville Theater Built. 

The ownérs of the land saw an oppor- 
tunity to reap a golden harvest by sup- 
plying amusement for the multitudes, 
and, like the fabled castle of Aladdin, 
the large temporary structure, which 
was christened the Trocadero, went up 
in the shortest possible space. of time. 
The Trocadero, taken all in all, was the 
best music hall and vaudeville theater 
ever seen in Atlanta. Artists from 
the big vaudeville circuits in the north 
were brought here by the management 
and the weekly salary list of the house 
was something to wonder at.

BAKER'S AUNT IS 
URGING HIS CASE 


Anxious That He Be Allowed a New 
Trial. 


TELLS MAN’S LIFE’S HISTORY 


Mrs. Sears, of Griffin, Reared Him 
Many Years Ago. 


SHE CALLS ON BAKER'S ATTORNEY 


Lawyer Langley Will File with the 
Court a Formal Motion for New 
Trial Tomorrow Morning. 


New light developed in the Baker kill- 
ing case yesterday and Attorney Lee J. 
Langley will file a formal motion for a 
new trial for his client the first thing 
tomorrow morning with Judge John S. 
Candler. That an effort would be made 
to secure a second hearing before a jury 
for the convicted murderer has been 
known, because Baker's attorney, on the 
day of the trial, gave notice to the court 
that he would make such a motion, but 
the matter which has developed since 
that time is.as strange as it is interest- 
ing. 

A relative of the convicted man hag 
signified her intention to do all in her 
power to have him acquitted if possible 
and that a strong fight will be made for 
Baker’s life is a foregone conclusion. 
Mrs. M. J. Sears, of Griffin, who says 
that she is the aunt of James lL. saker, 
called on Attorney Langley yesterday, 
told him the entire history of the man 
now confined at the Tower under sen- 
tence to be hanged on the 10th of next 
month, and urged the lawyer to exhaust 
every legitimate means to secure a new 
trial. 

Exactly what grounds will be advanced 
for the granting of a-second trial is not 
known; but it is expected that Daker's 
legal representative will enter the plea 
that he had not sufficient time to work 
up a complete defense for his client and 
may spring some unexpected evidence 
to urge a new trial before a jury. 

Mrs. Sears first telegraphed Attorney 
Langley and then came on to Atlante”to 
consult with him concerning the 
She did not see Baker. She is seventy- 
five years old and at one time was one 
of the wealthiest women in the state. 
It is understood that her husband some 
years ago was president of the Georgia 
Midland and Gulf railway and both come 
of two of the most highly respected fam- 
ilies in the state. 

History of Baker’s Life. 

In a few words the 
Mrs. Sears is as follows: Before the 
war James L. Baker’s father was a 
prominent young man residing near Ma- 
con. He was a man of prepossessinge 
appearance, but was not a person of 
any unusual mental attainments. He 
met Mrs. Sears’s sister and the two 
were married. James L. Baker was the 
Only child born to them and from birth 
the fact was realized, it is declared, that 
his mind was not strong. 

His mother inherited a fortune of con- 
siderable size and the Baker family was 
recognized One of the wealthiest in 
the section where they resided. When 
James Baker was still a small child both 
parents died and part of the fortune was 
lost. Mr. and Mrs. Sears then took 
the little orphan to live with them. He 
then the sum of $27,000. "his 
was in confederate money and when the 
war came on and the south suffered 
reverses, the small fortune was discover- 
ed to be worthless. 

The Searses also lost all they had, but 
young Baker was still taken care of in 
the same manner as their own children. 
As he grew up to manhood the alleged 
weakness of his mind said to have 
asserted itself on several occasions and 
he developed a penchant for firearms. 
When he was fourteen years of age ne 
shot himself in the right wrist while 
examining a pistol and this resulted in 
crippling him for life. 

After he grew up to manhood he waa- 
dered away and his aunt and her chil- 
dren lost sight of him completely. They 
even believed that he had died and it 
was only after reading in The Constitu- 
tion of the trial of James Baker for the 
murder of his wife that Mrs. Sears real- 
ized that he was the son of her dead 
sister. When she had related this story, 
to Attorney Langley it tallied in every 
particular with the narrative that Ba- 
ker had also told of his youth and it 
seemed that there could be no question 
but that Baker was the son of the 
wealthy and handsome Georgian. 

Mrs. Sears said that when she realized 
who Baker was she could not permit him 
to go to the gallows without making a 
great effort to secure his acquittal. She

RAILROAD HONORS 
A DEAD EMPLOYEE 


——— 


All Work on the System Suspended for 
Five Minutes, 


ENGINES TOLLED THEIR BELLS 


Trains on Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis Stop. 


CHOICE GOSSIP FOR RAILWAY MEN 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois To An- 
nounce Through Service to 
Galveston. 


That railroad compgnies are not always 
the soulless, heartless corporations they 
are sometimes represented to be, was 
proven yesterday by the manner in which 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and Western and Atlantic railroads paid 
a last tribute to the memory of Superin- 
tendent of Motive Power James Cullen, 
who died in Nashville Thursday night, 
and was buried yesterday at noon. 

While the funreal ceremonies at the 
sTave were being conducted and the body 
was being lowered into the grave, bus- 
iness of all kinds was suspended abso- 
lutely on the 1,300 miles of the railroad 
system that Mr. Cullen had served so 
long and so faithfully. 

Every engine and train on the system 
came to a standstill promptly at noon: 
in all of the shops and offices of the 
| company business and work ceased. Work 
of all kinds was suspended by every em- 
ployee of the company for five minutes 
while the remains of the late superinten- 
dent of motive power were being laid in 
their last resting place. 

Superintendent J. L. McCollum of the 
Western and Atlantic, issued the follow- 
ing order yesterday morning: 

“All engines and trains on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad! will come to a 
standstill wherever they may be promptly 
at 12 o’clock noon today, and will remain 
standing five minutes. Work of all kinds 
will be suspended for five minutes at 
that hour. Trainmen must protect them- 
Selves out on the line. This is to com- 
memorate the interment of our late Su- 
perintendent of Motive Power James Cul- 
len,”’ 

At whatever point on the line the trains 
were they all stopped at noon, and not 
a wheel moved along the entire system for 
five minutes. The bells on all of the en- 
gines were tolled as long as the suspen- 
sion of traffic continued. 

The tribute has a deeper and stronger 
significance to railroad men than it will 
have to the general public. It meant 
what the volley fired over a soldier's 
grave by his comrades means. 

James Cullen began work for the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis railroad 
in 4868 as an engineer. He was already a 
fine mechanic. In 1872 he went with the 
St. Louis and Southeastern as foreman 
of the shops of that road, but in the fol- 
lowing year he returned to the service 
of the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louig ag roundhouse foreman. He was 
soon promoted and made foreman of the 
machine shops of the road at Nashville. 
Later he received another promotion, and 
was made master mechanic at Nashville. 
In addition to this place he was made 
superintendent of car building. 

In 1891 Mr. Cullen was appointed super- 
intendent of motive power, and held the 
position until the time of his death. 

Mr. Cullen has been a sufferer from 
Bright’s disease for about two years, and 
has been in very ill health. About two 
mornins ago he went to Florida hoping to 
regain his health. About ten days ago 
Mr. Cullen became suddenly worse, and 
President Thomas gent his private car 
to St. Augustine to bring him home to 
Nasnville, where he died Thursday night. 

F;om apparently reliable sources it is 
learned that the directors of the Monon 
at the present meeting in New York, 
will declare a 2 per cent semi-annual di- 
vidend on the $5,000,000 of preferred stock. 
This is especially interesting in view of 
the persistent rumors concerning the pro- 
posed sale of the road. The preferred 
stock bears 4 per cent interest, and the 
road has net earnings for the past year 
sufficient to pay 4 per cent on preferred 
stock and 5 per cent on the $12,000,000 com- 
mon stock. The surplus, however, will 
be used in development and improve- 
ments. Based upon the earnings and up- 
on what the common and preferred stocks 
are now selling at, the road could not be 
bought for less than $7,000,000. When thet 
Morgan interests purchased it the pre- 
ferred was selling at 40 and the common 
at 11. 


The Chicago and Eastern Illinois road 
will soon announce the inauguration of 
a through passenger service to Galveston 
and San Antonio. Through a connection 
at Thebes and via the Cotton Belt the, 
road wil] soon have a through service to 
Dallas and other southwestern points, and 
the desire is to have a direct and quick 
service to the gulf.

- BE SACREDLY KEPT 


Preparations for Exercises on Thurs- 
day Are Extensive. 


ORGANIZATIONS ARE AT WORK 


Parade Will Be Taken Part in by All 
Military Organizations. 


CAPTAIN ELLIS TO DELIVER ADDRESS 


The Formation of the Big Parade 
Was Announced Yesterday by 
Chief of Staff Byrd. 


The preparations being made by the 
various organizations interested in Memo- 
rial Day insure the most successful cele- 
bration of that occasion ever held itn At- 
lanta.

INTERESTING GOSLIP 
FROM FEDERAL CAPITAL

Washington, April 21.—(Special.)—The 
news of the withdrawal of Hon. 
Frank Clark from the congressional race 
in the second Florida district is received 
with no little favor in southern circles 
here in Washington#not, however, be- 
cause it means that Frank wil] not come 
to congress at this time, but because it 
means that Judge Bob Davis is to remain 
here for another term at least. 

No matter which way the race resulted 
a Georgia boy would have been the win- 
rer. Both Davis and Clark aré former 
Georgians, Davis coming from Dawson 
and Clark from Newnan. They are two 
fellows who have taken high stand in 
Florida, and that Frank Clark doeg not 
come to congress at this time does not 
mean tbat he will not continue to cut an 
important figure in Florida politics or 
thit he will not get anything else he de- 
sires. 

Judge Davis is one of the most popular 
members of the southern contigent in 
congress and is universally regarded as 
one of the best. He has made something 
of a political record by securing a third 
nomination in his district, for *he prac- 
tice heretofore has been to give the rep- 
resentative two terms and then to put 
in somebody else. The people of the dis- 
trict, however, seem to have come to the 
same conclusion as the people of the 
first district, who have secured one of 
the most efficient representatives in the 
lower house by keeping Congressman 
Sparkman here.

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Care of Sky Scrapers. 
Possibly the very best housekeepers of 


|this year of grace 1900 are the men who 
|look after the monster sky-scrapers. Of 
/course they are not called housekeepers, 
|but superintendents—all the same they 
/have and need to have at their finger tips 
}and their tongue’s end every intimate de- 
'tail of cleanliness. 


For they control an army of servitors 
big enough for a royal castle. In really 
big buildings the number runs between 
fifty and a hundred. If there are fifty, 
perhaps twenty will be women—the bucket 
and mop brigade. There is a special 
underground room for the mops, buckets, 
dust brushes, whisk brooms, wiping 
cloths, scouring leathers, and so on. 
Everything is kept in orderly array there, 
and whatever goes out must be duly 
fetched in. 

The women begin work at 4 o'clock 
in the morning. By 8 or a little after 
they have all the floors clean in the long 
corridors, the stairs looked after, the 
closets scrubbed, the woodwork and win- 
dows immaculate of dust. Then they 
troop away to reappear at 5 o'clock in

their own electric plants, it follows that 


the care of electric lights is a part og 


the housekeeping. The women do nog 
touch them, however; that is left to the 
men of motors and dynamos; some of 
whom move swiftly from oflice to office 
inspecting every light and remedying vis. 
ible defects. It is much the same with 
the distilling plant, which supplies teh. 
ants with their drinking water. The dig. 
tillers look after pipes and pressures, 
though usually when there is complaine 
of something wrong. 

Men also do the window cleaning—mey 
specially selected for thoroughness, go. 
briety and agile strength. [t is not every 
man who can clean windows oa hundred 
feet in the air, even with the safety belt, 
without which to man is permitted to at. 
tempt it. The belt is of the very best and 
toughest sole leather, about three inches 
broad and furnished at each side with 
looped strap, which slips over a meta] 
finger, built into the window casing. The 
man wearing it can safely lean his whole 
weight against it. He will be wise though 
to look uv, not down while he works, 
There is a story of one man who looked 
down, fainted dead away, and hung limp 
and corpselike in the window until rescued 
by his fellows. 

On the face of things the window clean. 
ing companies that figure so largely fn 
keeping clear commercial plate glasg, 
should be a boon to the skyscrapers. But 
such is not the case. Sky-scraper house. 
keeping needs must take account of two 
things—the weather, and the whim, or 
convenience of its tenants. If a company 
cleaned its windows it would be at set 
times and seasons—and pretty generally 
within the eight hours of general work, 
from 9 to 5. Its Own men work late and 
early, so as not to incommode those in tho 
offices and besides have regard to clouds 
and wind and weather. They are not 
required, however, to do more than a 
day’s work and never allowed to expose 
themselves to weather unduly severe. 

The clock winding company, contrary- 
wise, is a delight, amd a relief. It under- 
takes for so much a month to keep any 
clock, great or small, wound, and in such 
repair that it shall not vary by more than 
half a minute either way, from exact 
time. It began by attending to the very 
big clocks, like those in church spires, 
and upon public buildings and has grad- 
ually extended its scope until now it will 
even look after the watch in your pocket, 
if need be. It has curious record books, 
and route maps, showing clocks to be 
wound, when where, of what make, and 
how often. At first it had just two em- 
ployees. Now clock winding is a recogniz- 
ed business. 
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COUNTING COTTON GINS 
IN THE NEW CENSUS 


Of all the crops upon which it is the 
duty of the division of statistics to report 
none is more important than the cotton 
crops. Whether considered with reference 
to the area covered or to the important 
place filled by this crop in our agricul- 
tural exports, exceeding as it does in 
value of export any Other single crop, 
or, to its peculiar suseeptibility to spec- 
ulative manipulation, the importance of 
conservative estimates and reliable re- 
ports of the cotton crop is extreme. There 
is no other crop of which the product of 
the United States bears so large a pro- 
portion to the world’s supply, averaging 
more than three-fourths of the latter, nor 
is there any other crop produced in this 
country of which so large a proportion, 
nearly 70 per cent, is exported. These 
facts readily account for that peculiar 
susceptibility referred to above. In all 
the markets of the ited States, of the 
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cotton crop of the Unite tates, wheth- 
er favorable or unfavorable, promptly in- 
fluence prices—an influence which with al- 
most equal promptness seriously affects 
producers. These considerations justify the 
statistician in the most earnest efforts to 
secure ample, reliable and timely reports 
on this important crop. 


_ 

Another point must be mentioned which 
makes such reports a matter of the deep- 
est interest to the cotton growers. The 
cotton crop is constantly made the sub- 
ject of estimates by commercial authort- 
ties and cotton exchanges. These esti- 
mates are almost invariably made early 
in the season before the cotton crop has 
left the hands of the planters and the 
experience of many years shows that 
while these estimates have manifested 
wide diversity they have almost invariably 
been too high. Their tendency. therefore, 
has been to depreciate the value of the 
crop in the producers’ hands. To correct 
this unfortunate tendency there is only 
the departmental report, which labors 
under the serious disadvantage, for the 
object in view, of being based upon a 
movement which cannot be completed un- 
til the September following the year in 
which the crop was planted. On the other 
hand, the preliminary estimates of the de- 
partment, which alone can be so timely 
as to effectually aid the situation, are 
necessarily subject to revision; hence 
these do not sufficiently correct the evil 
consequences of commercial overesti- 
mates, 

zs. 

Under these circumstances The Statis- 
ticilan proposes an undertaking of great 
magnitude in which guccess can be at- 
tained only by the cordial, active and in- 
telligent co-operation of his large staff 
of correspondents in the cotton region. 
The task proposed jig nothing less than 
an accurate enumeration of al! the cot- 
ton gins in the country, giving the names 
of owners and operators, with a view to 
securing reliable and early reports of all 
the cotten ginned throughout the coun- 
try. A circular will, at am early date, be 
forwarded to each correspondent in the 
cotton states calling for the number of 
gins, names of owners, etc., located with- 
in specified jocalities. With the intelll- 
gent and hearty co-opefation of the cor- 
respondents of the department and others 
interested in the welfare of the cotton in- 
dustry, the undertaking, serious as it 1s, 
can, it is believed, be successfully car- 
ried out, and it needs no argument te 
convince every producer of cotton 
throughout the country of the value 
himself pecuniarily of a timely know/edg@ 
of these important facts.

The past year has afforded a striking 
example of the influence of the reports 
on prices, As early as*August the division 
of statistics called attention to the pre 
valling drought and its deleterious effect 
upon the growing crops. July Ist the 
average condition reported was 87.8; AU 
gust Ist it was 84; September ist it was 
68.5; October lst 62.4; resulting in an aver 
age estimated yield of Hirt cotton per 
acre of 184 pounds. Now, the lowest 
price of futures in the New York cotton 
exchange during 1899 was reached June 
29th, when July deliveries soid at 5.43. 
The highest price was November oth, 
when July deliveries sold at 7.4. Com- 
mercial authorities of high standing had 
strongly disputed the position taken by 
the division of statistics, their est 
mates running as high in some cases a6 
12,000,000 bales. Today the department 
estimate of December 15th of 8,900,000 
bales is generally conceded to be very 
close to the truth, even by these same 
commercial authorities. While, therefore, 
the effect of these overestimates wW89 
only temporary, Kk was, nevertheless, suf- 
ficient to cause a joss of several millions 
to the cotton planters.

He announced 
that the principal work before the union 
yesterday was thg appointment of com- 
mittees to take charge of the convention 
and make the stay of the delegates in 
this city both pleasant and profitabie.

This proposed line of railroad, which, 
from present indications, will undoubt- 
edly be built, will very shortly develop 
this great northwest, from what Was a 
short time since considered a barren land 
of snow and ice, into a fertile country of 
agriculture, to say nothing of the rich 
and vast mining that is but begun.

LONDON’S TRAMWAYS CITY 
ERTY. 

The function of the street car in Lon- 
don is mainly as a means of transporta- 
tion for the working man whose business 
is in the city, but who lives in the su- 
burbs. Most of the cars run from the fac- 
tory centers to the railway stations. There 
are three separate systems, one from the 
north, another from the south and a 
minor one from the west. The city of 
London is actual owner of the largest of 
these, of the second it is both owner and 
manager. 

The city acquired this line a little less 
then a year ago. At that time the service 
was bad, the employees of the road had 
to work seven days in the week, and pro- 
vide their own uniforms. The fare was 
one penny or two American cents. The 
city reorganized the service, supplied the 
employees with uniforms free, raised their 
wages, gave them one day rest in the 
week and reduced the fare from one penny 
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to a half penny. In spite of these expem 
ditures, however, the highways commit- 
tee will be able to report to the Londos 
city council a surplus over all expenses 
of $170,000. It is upon this line that elec 
tricity is to be substituted for the less e* 
fective horse. 

It is the intention of the city goverm 
ment to do in the case of the telephones 
just what was done in the case of the 
“towns.’”’ In going about their task the 
London postoffice becomes the confessed 
rival of the National Telephone Company, 
which has coupled high rates with poor 
service for a good many years, occupying

An Echo from 
the &gg feunt. 


Don't you think, children, it would be 
well next year to have a public Easter 
egg hunt for the grown folks?

An instance of too much’ chaperon,

ting found. The young man and his sweet- 
heart were there, too, in large numbers, 
and surely it would be too bad to suggest 
a chaperon for them. Anyway, their own 
behavior was sufficient chaperon.’ They 
were 80 extremely self-conscious and 
dressed up and shy that they were well 
watched by everybody at the park, and 
the number of unutterable glances that 
ought €to have been exchanged between 
them, but unfortunately never reached 
their destination, was pathetic, because 
unfeeling outsiders intercepted and 
laughed at these symbols of sentiment. 
The good-natured father with all his 
own children and the neighbors’ was, of 
course, imposed upon as usual: he had 
to buy peanuts and pop corn for boys 
and girls with limitiess capacities for such 
commodities, and he had to supply treats 
for the elephant and the monkeys as 
well.

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Mrs. Ellis Rowan, of Melbourne, Aus- 
tralia, who is at present in New York, ana 
who has traveled more extensively in the 
cannibal country than any other European 
woman, has told recently of the existence 
in Australia of a forest tree which ‘is per- 
haps one of the most wonderful plants ot 
nature. It will hold in its center and de- 
vour the body of a man quite as readily 
as Our insecti¥orous wid flowers trap the 
insects. on which they partly subsist, The 
tree is called the cannibal] tree. 

As Mrs. Rowan describes it, its appear- 
ance may be imagined to resemble a mam- 
moth pineapple which often reaches to the 
height of eleven feet. Its foliage is com- 
posed of a series of broad, board-like 
leaves, growifig in a fringe at its apex. 
Instead, however, of standing erect, as 
does the little green tuft at the top fo a 
Pineapple, these leaves droop over and 
hang to the ground. In the largest speci- 
mens they are often from fifteen to twen- 
» ty feet long, and strong enough to bear 
the weight of a man. Hidden under these 
curious leaves is to be found a peculiar 
growth of spear like formations, arrangea 
in a circle and which perform the same 


flowers. They cannot, however abide to be 
touched, — 

Among the natives of Australia there is 
a tradition that in the old days of the 
antipodean wilds this tree was worshiped 
under thé name of the “Devil's Tree.” Its 
wrath was thought to be greatly dreaded. 
As soon as its huge green leaves began 
to rise restlessly up and down, its wor- 
shipers interpreted the sign as meaning 
that a sacrifice must be made to appease 
its anger. One among their number was 
therefore chosen, stripped of his raiment 
and driven by shouting crowds up one of 
its leaves to the apex. All went well with 
the victim until the instant that he step- 
ped into the center of the plant and on 
the so-called pistils, when the board like 
leaves would fly together and clutch and 
squeeze out the life of the intruder. By 
early travelers in Australia it is affirmed 
that the tree would then hold its prey un- 
til every particle of his flesh had falien 
from his bones, after which the leaves 
would relax their hold and the gaunt skel- 
eton fall helplessly to the ground. In this 
way did its worshipers seek to avert dis- 
aster and to still the demon spirit among 
them, 

The tree’s present name and its uncanny 
actions remind us that the cannibals ot 
Northern Australia have also a playful 
way of scattering about the bones of a 
victim after one of their feasts,

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“A Korean bride has her eyelids pasted 
together until she has been three days a 
wife,’ said Mrs. 8. L. Baldwin, who has 
lived for more than twenty years in Chi- 
na and Korea, and who is considered 
among missionaries to know more about 
“the hermit nation,’ as the Koreans are 
called, than any other foreigner. 

“Their marriage customs are very cu- 
rious, and perhaps | had better tell you 
about a Korean wedding, which, once 
as a great* honor, I was allowed to at- 
*tend, 

“The groom wore a costume similar to 
that of an official at royal audiences—and 
let me say that this wedding suit is in- 
variably hired, never owned by the grooin. 
The robe was dark green and _ bore 
‘placques’ with a pair of embroidered 
storks on the breasts and backs, while a 
stiff black enameled belt encircled his 
body like a hoop. He wore a ‘palace g0- 
ing’ hat, of woven horeshair, with wings 
on its sides, and a pair of shoes which 
closely resembled ‘Arctics,’ and were at 
least three sizes too large for him, 

“On entering the court of their future 
home he was preceded by an attendant, 
attired in white. with a red hat, a long 
string of beads around his neck, and car- 
ried under his arm a live goose, The legs 
of the fowl were fastened together and a 
skein of red silk was passed through her 
beak. This man, followed by the groom, 
entered the court, around the sides of 
which all the guests were seated, ad- 
vanced to a red table standing in the 
eenter, and the ceremony began, 

“The groom standing immediately in 
front of the table bowed three times, 
touching the mat on which he stood, with 
his forehead and hands. Then he grace- 
fully resumed his standing position, and 
taking the goose under one arm again 
bowed as’ low as before. The goose is the 
eywmbol of fidelity in Korea, and it is pop- 
ularly believed that when a wild goose 
dies its spouse never mates again. The 
groom then walks to the. front of the 
porch and stands at,the foot of the steps, 
‘aiting for his bride. 
wre bar on aged women stepped from 
an inner room on to the porch with the 
bride between them, each holding an arm 
and guiding her steps, for, as I have told 
you, her eyes were sealed completely. Her 
entire face was painted a ghastly white, 
while on the middle of her forehead and 
each cheek was a dab of pright red; her 


lips were also colored a prfiliant scarlet. 
“This little, painted and gorgeously at- 
tired creature was guided to the mat on 
which stood the groom. Then they turn- 
ed her about and laid over her clasped 
hands a white handkerchief. The groom 
now stepped to the other end of the mat 
and. the principal part of the ceremony 
began. The attendants raised the bride's 
small, draped hands until they were on a 
level with her sightless eyes. Then, still 
supported by the two women she sank in 
a courtesy so profound that she was al- 
most in a sitting position. This was re- 
peated in a slow and solemn manner three 
times, after which the groom’s turn came 
and he responded by three bows so pro- 
found that his head almost touched the 
fleor. They then took their seats on their 
respective ends of the mat and a table 
about twelve inches high, filled with Ixo- 


rean. delicacic® .was brought out and 
placed between them.

Later she learns how 
to paste clothes together, then to wash 
and iron them. 

“Now, this use of paste instead of 
thread ‘s a custom, so far as I know, 
practiced cnly by the Koreans. It is dona 
on aceount of their mode of froning, To 
accomplish this diffleult feat they rip their 
garments to pieces before putting them in 
water, After the washing garments are 
laid on a smooth block of wood or stone 
and are beaten smooth with ironing 
sticks. These sticks resemble a police- 
man’s club and each irener uses two. 

“Girls and boys wear their hair hang- 
ing in two plaits until engaged to be mar- 
ried, after which the bey fastens his on 
top of his head, and the girl twists hers 
at the nape of her neck. Koreans hold 
marriage in wajgh regard, and show a 
married man profound respect, while a 
bachelor is treated by them with marked 
contempt. I have seen men greet a slip 
of a boy wearing a top-knot with cere- 
monious deference, saying to each other: 
‘He is a men; he !s about to be married;’ 
while of a much older man, and possibly 
a richer, who wears his two plaits, they 
remark that ‘He is a pig. He can not 
ect a wife. He will always be a boy.’ 

“In the cholee of his first bride the 
Koreans leave everything to the ‘ge- 
between.’ But~ all other wives, and a 
Korean may have ten, the man makes his 
own selecticn. It is seldom, however, thut 
.a second wife is added to the household, 
except where the first wife proves child- 
lest. In such instances other wives are 
tahen but the dignity always remains 
with the first wife. Women are well 
treated, and as a rule live happy, con- 
tented lives, They are gentle, attractive 
tittle bodies and devoted to their homes.”

Consolidated Gold Mining Company, eX- 
cept in so far as it may adv-tnce the de-

ly or indirectly, or from any one, in fact, 
that I do so, I venture to Jeseribe . this 
plant fo: the information of the people.

tion, of which Richard J. Oglesby, of II- 
linois, was president. Its projectors fond- 


ly hoped and believed that they had build- | 


ed wisely, permanently, and for all time, 
yet before the monument had stood thirty 
years it was seen that it must be taken 
down and rebuilt. Fair and stable to the 
outward view, it has met with the inevi- 
table fate of a house standing on an in- 
adequate foundation. The surface of the 
shale rock underneath does not lie on a 
horizontal plane, but inclines to the east, 
with a dip of one or two inches. Worse 
yet, the excavation to the outer walls 
were not excavated to bedrock, and they, 
therefore, seitled unequally. This result- 
ed in great gaps in the masonry, crum- 
biing walls and distortion of arches that 
threatened the dissolution of the historic 
pil It was, therefore, decided to rebuild 
and the I[llinols legislature has appropri- 
ated $100,000 for that purpose. 

Colonel J. 8S. Culver, who won a na- 
tional reputation from his work on the 
monuments erected to the union dead on 
southern battlefields, is now razing the 
monument to the ground. He will place 
the new foundations on the primeval 
rock, secure forever from the shifting of 
clay banks or quicksands. When the sub- 
ject of building a monument to ‘Nancy 
Hanks,’ the mother of President Lincoln, 
was recentiy agitated. Colonel Culver 
immediately wrote to the governor of In- 
diana and offered to place a monument 
at the grave without cost. The offer was 
accepted, and the memorial 
erected. Some of’ the stone used will be 
taken from the Lincoln monument. 

While the design of the old monument 


may not conform to the present standard | 
of artistic taste, it certainly was in accord | 


with the best ideas of the time when it 
was built: and, considering the source of 
the funds. that made its construciion pos- 
sible, and that the great majority of those

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“Deacon Bradbury” is the title of an 
excellent story of New England farm life, 
in many respects resembling ‘David 
Harum; judging from what the 
critics say about it, it is likely to become 
as populur as Mr. Westcott's great story 
which has been the success of revent 
years. Of ‘“‘Iveacon Bradbury,” The New 
York Times’ Saturday Review suys: 

We thought Miss Mary E. Wilkins with- 
out a rival in her portrayal of that stern 
New England conscience which her stories 
nave made so familiar to us.

_ Within the last few days the W. R. 
Conkey company, of Chicago, has pub- 
lished an exhaustive werk from the pen 
of J. W. Hanson, A.M.. D.D., entitled, 
“The Wonders of the Nineteonth Cen- 
tury.” Going back over the track of the 
century, Dr. Hanson dwells at length upon 
the meager comforts which were enjoyed 
in civilized communities cne hundred years 
ago. Of the substitutes used fur matches 
when the century commenced, Dr. Han- 
son says: 

“If tha householder had not. raked up 
fhe coals over nigh: by covering them 
With ashes, so as to preserve them, ne 
was ccmpelled to produce the spark on 
tinder with flint and steel and light the 
brimstone riatch. Tarly in the century 
the rush light was used by coramon peo- 
ple, ard candles only on extraordinary 
occasions. But the race was on the road 
to imvrovement. In 1805 Chancel, of 
Paris, intrcduced an apperatus consisting 
of a bottle containing asbestos, sulphuric 
acid and matches coated with sulphur and 
tipped with chlorate of potash and sugar. 
The match was inserted in the bottle and 
lighted by a mechanical process. In 1816 
Derosne produced a rude match tipped 
with phosphorus, which ignited by fric- 
tion. Though good !n theory, it was poor 
in practice. In 1830 8, I. Jones, of London, 
invented what he called **prometheans,’ 
papers roiled tightly, containing chlorate 
of potash und sugar, and each roll pro- 
vided with a small gliss bubble filled with 
Sulphuric acid. The bubble was bursted 
and light was produced. But jn 1829 Isaac 
Holden invented the real lucifer, an be- 
stowed uycn the world the greatest single 
domestic convenience which the century 
has brought forth. An independent for- 
tune would have heen the result had Hol- 
den been as shrewd as he was iggenious.”’ 

He was born at Hurlet, in Seotland, in 
1:07. On the subject of stoves Dr. Han- 
son says: 

“Stoves were unknown for cooking or 
heating until the century was well along. 
Not a lump of coal had ever been utilized 
for warmth. The sunshine which the Cre- 
ator had stored away during the carbo- 
niferous epoch was still imprisoned and 
peat in some localities and wood every- 
where else constituted the fuel. Wood 
fires on the hearth were incapable of dif- 
fusing warmth enough to Keep from posi- 
itive discomfort the hovels of the poor or 
even the homes of the middle classes or 
the mansions of the rich. All food was 
prepared on the kitchen hearth, and in 
every home it was cooked in pots and 
kettles suspended from the frames by pol- 
hooks and trammels, Sometimes steak 
was broiled on charcoals and bread was 
baked in skillets before the fire. Franklin 
is said to have been the inventor of the 
first stoves. Contrast with the kitchen 
fire and skillet and frying pan the cook- 
ing range, hot and cold water, gas light, 
washing machine, refrigerator and the 
countless other conveniences wich the 
modern household presents.” 

Of the iron industry Dr. Hanson says: 

“The first iron foundry in Pittsburg, 
Pa.. was established in 1803, but the man- 
ufacture was slow, as charcoal was the 
fuel used. In 1840 anthracite and bitu- 
minous coal superceded charcoal and

Speaking of the meager facilities of 
transportation and travel which existed 
prior to the advent of the steamboat and 
the lotémotive engine Dr. Hanson 
serves: 

“At the beginning of the century com- 
merce was paralyzed by lack of means 
of transportation. Men could not travel 
in England without great personal dan- 
ger, owing to the condition of the roads. 
During the winter months traveling was 
generally impossible. The food of Lon- 
don was for the most part carried on pack 
horses. Often the large towns endured 
famine. while the farmers at no great 
distance could find no market for their 
meat and grain. Communication between 
London and Glasgow was maintained by 
means of stage coaches, which made the 
trip monthly. Four months were occupied 
between St. Louis and New Orleans DY 
flat boats, and weary weeks were con- 
Sumed in wagon journeys with produce, 
so that the farmer's labor brought him 
but small returns. Three months elapsed 
—from November to February—before the 
people of Kentucky heard of. Madison's 
election, Franklin was four ays in the 
coach from Philadelphia to New York.

In the beginning of the ceritury came the | 


era of turnpikes and with them fine 
coaches and comparatively rapid transit. 
Eight hundred coaches and as many pri- 
vate carriages left Boston every week in 
1827. Previous to the turnpikes most car- 
rilages were two-wheeled. But there were 
no bridges across the great rivers and 
passengers by stage and private carriages 
were ferried across. Many have been 
the changes which the century has 
brought. When Washington left his home 
at Mount Vernon, April 16, 1789, to go to 
New York, where his inauguration was 
to be held. he made the ourney in car- 
riage. People of means usually rode in 
carriages or in light two-wheekd vehi- 
cles, crossing the rivers in large scows, 
although it frequently became necessary 
for them to swim the horses over and 
float the carriages at the stern of the 
canoe. Perhaps the most comfortable 
mode g* traveling was horseback riding 
and often two people journeyed with but 
one horse. The first one rode ahead and 
tiled the horse: the second. when he came 
up, rode on past his companion and in 
turn tiled the horse and left him for the 
other. One of the commonest modes of 
traveling long distances was by sailing 
packets. and the trip from Albany to 
New York generally consumed several 
days. Rude wagons were run between 
the larger towns and six days were oc- 
cupied in géing from Boston to New York 
and three days from New York to Phil- 
adelphia. The interior trade was carried 
on in great wagons drawn by six or eight 
horses, and in remote districts of the 
country by pack horses and small boats. 

“The projector of the English mail 
coach was John Palmer. The first cab 
appeared in London in 1823, introduced 
from France. The omnibus originated 
in Paris in 1827 and was introduced in 
1829 and in Amsterdam in 1839. Four 
wheel wagons were not common in this 
country until 1812. Two wheeled carts 
and sleds were chiefly used. 
liott, in 1804, invented the first 
carriage spring and the _ chaise, 
phaeton, the buggy and the gig followed. 
Made by hand, they were expensive, but 
when susequently produced by machinery 
they became cheap and now every style 
of pleasure carriage is within easy 
reach.”’ 

Under appropriate heads Dr. Hanson 
discusses the steamboat, the locomotive 
engine, the eiectric motor car, the auto- 
mobile And the various other modes of 
transportaiion which have come along 
in the century’s wake.

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THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 


Unhappy India jis once more writhing 
in the throes of famine. Had England 
heeded the advice of that little hero who 
is now jeading her troops in South Africa 
there might have been no starving mil- 


In this opulent country of ours it seems | 


impossible to believe the heart-rending 
stories of armies of emaciated peopie fol- 
lowing after the grain carts and fighting 
among themselves for the stray kernels 
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times, in this land of magic and oriental 
mystery, the black shadow of famine 
hangs perpetually. Yet the soi] is fer- 
tile. More than 200 kinds of grain aré 
grown there; in fact, every crop in the 
world can be raised in India. But the 
vast, overpopulated country is subject to 
the vicissitudes of climate. From the snow 
of the Himalayas to the fertile deltas of 
the south the entire country depends on 
rainfall. There are over 30,000,000 acres 
of wheat growing country in central India. 
Ninety per cent of the entire popu.ation 
is agricultural. The land, however, is not 
held by the people, but large tracts are 


'econtrolied and cultivated oy the British 
| government. 


The “‘man with the hoe” in 
India owns nothing. These laborers live 
nowhere, or, rather, live anywhere. They 
go from place to place, taking possession 
of this hut or that, as the spirit moves 
them. The ijittle farms are usually only 
three or four acres in extent and are 
leased to the native agricuiturist for one 
season, after which he tries his hand on 
a new farm. If the season ig good, the 
natives make enough to support their 
family, which is always a prolific one, 
pay their taxes, which are not large, and 
perhaps save a few annas. But if the 
rain holds off they have to face starva- 
tion. Having no homes and no hold upon 
the soil, the first instinct of these poor 
creatures in a time of famine is to de- 
scend on the ljarge cities. In the famines 
of 1876, as in that of the following year

Although the English government issued 


the native of India in such emergencies 
actually defeated the good intentions a 
the governing officials. he natives, with 
a sort of superstitious complacency, be. 
lieving the scarcity of food to be a visita. 
tiosn ot their gods, ca’mly saw 
tion approaching and made little or no 
effurt to avoid it. They have learned the 
secret of living upon nothing, but when 
that ncthing fails them it is the old, oig 
sicry cf famine and plague and want, 
Millions of these people live upon 1 cent a 
day. But they are so thickly settled thas 
they swarm over the plains of India like 
irsects, and where in other countries one 
or tw. might die of want a milion mugt 
suffer here. Unreasoning ant!pathy for 
mede:n farming implements handicaps 
the netive in his farming, his indif. 
ference and fatalism heighten the dif. 
culties of the Anglo-Saxon reformers who 
hav? been laboring for the uglifting of 
the biack in that country, A'though their 
sufferires are beyond jmagining, they ac- 
ceot p-egue and famine without stirring a 
hand. Even the wealthy rajah of a famine 
stricken district will squander a wortune 
fcr [fs personal gratification with a 
thousand mothers starving miserably out- 
sia his palace wal’s. The mob does not 
stone those walls, but takes what ijt can 
nick up and accepts its sufferings as the 
gift of the gods. The English government 
has done a great deal to mitigate their 
:nfferings and gigantic organized char’. 
ties have been set im operation time and 
time again. The death rate, consequently, 
has been somewhat reduced, but the dan. 
ge> will not be entirely. obviated until 
encrmous irrigation works are establish- 
ei throughout centra! India for the hus- 
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lions jn the Indian empire at the present 
time. 

Ten vears ago, when Lord Roberts was 
the military administrator of the great 
Asiatic colony of ‘England, he foresaw 
the ever threatening danger of a failure 
of the food supply among those teeming 
mitions of blacks and suggested a means 
of obviating, or at Jeast diminishing, such 
a danger. 

The plan Roberts suggested was for 
the -overnment to estalish a large num- 
ber of emergency hospitals and food dis- 
tributing depots. The hospitals were cal!- 
ed for because pestilence always walked 
in the wake of famine. Although Rob- 
erts was at the time one of the cabinet 
advisers to Lord Bufferin, the viceroy, his 
suggestions were not accepted, and the 
blacks were left to their fate. 

The latest dispatches from India report 
that thousands of natives are dying in 
that country from starvation. Streams 
are dried up, the crops have failed utter- 
ly, chi dren have been abandoned, men 


and women are lying about, too weak to | 


walk, starving in their pitiable rags, and 
there is every reason to believe that this 
terrible condition wiil keep up until] per- 
haps even June, when the annual ‘‘mon- 
soon burst’? will come and bring with it 
its usual deluge of rain.
